During the famous Ilaines legislature 


of 1975, two or more bills were intro- 
duced providing for a legal system of 
examinations of the affaire of savings 
and other banks so as to protect the 
email and meagro savings of tho poor 
and laboring people from loss through 
the dishonesty or reckless management 
of bank officers. John C. Haines. of 
Chicago, president of the Fidelity Sav- 
ings Bank of Chicago, was a member 
of the senate, and by tho coalition of 
the democrats and independents wan 
made a chairman of the committee on 
banks and banking.

Another 
part of the coalition was, that no bill 
providing for the examination of sav- 
ings bankfi should be passed. To thi» 
coalition Maiden Jones was a party , 
and that the bargnin wag faithfully kept, 
the record shows. 


On January 15, 1877, Senator Mills, 


Republican, introiluced Senate Hill 82, 
entitled "An act requiring banks and 
banking association!) organized under 
tho lawH of llii* State, to make quar- 
terly Htatomeritfl and to provide for the 
examination of the affairs of sutli 
banks and banking associations, and for 
closing the name," 
Thin bill was read 


the first time and referred to Haincx' 
committee. 
No report wag over made 


from that committee on this bill, which 
wax in its possession for four months. 


"On February 20, '77, Mr. Mills, He- 


ruibliean, introduced another bill (No. 
204, Senate journal p. 333), with the 
wine title an bill No. 32, above quoted ; 
the latter was in fuel a cony of the for- 
mer bill. Mr. MilU moved that this 
bill fcc referred to the committee on cor- 
porations , Mr. Huines amended the 
motion that it be referred to tho com- 
mittee on banks and banking. 
Mr. 


MilU motion was. carried, and the bill 
was referred to the committee on cor- 
poration!. On March 2 the bill was 
reported back und recommended to be

nntcd. 
Ilaines again attacked tho 


ill and rallied his force of Democrats 
and Independents, out-voted the Repub- 
licans, and the bill was referred to the 
committee on judiotarv (Senate journal 
pp. 383 and 384). 
1'he bill was re- 


ferred to a gab-committee in the judi- 
ciary committee, consisting of two 
Domocrnta, Archer and Ilanna. 
After 


holding the bill two months, a majority 
of the judiciary committee reported 
against its passage. But a minority re- 
port, signed by Senators (Jeorge Hunt, 
R. H. McClellan and E. C. Moderwcll, 
all Republicans, was made to the Sen- 
ate recommending the passage of the 
bill. The bill was placed on file and no 
more heard of it during the session, and 
this urgent an'l necessary measure wan 
lost. 


All the efforts that were made for 


this just measure were put forth by 
Republican*, the Democrats and Inde- 
pendents are responsible for its defeat. 
Maiden Jones was a member of that 
majority; be helped form the coalition 
and worked with and voted with the 
majority against any law to examine 
banks and save tho people from the 
fearful crisis that he, like all others in 
his, position, knew must come. Hig 
voice was at no timo in favor of this, 
or any kindred measure to protect the 
people from fearful losses by the col- 
lapse ef the banks. He aided Haines 
by his voice and vote to hold a blind 
over the rotten Fidelity bank, although 
Mr. Jones with ail other Senators had 
reason to believe that this bank, and 
others* tike it were unsafe and would 
inon fail.

delity bank, Sydney Myers' bank, and 
all the banks of that sort in tlie State 
continued operations without public in- 
spection, and lied and hid their condi- 
tions from the people, and continued to 
take the people s money up to the very 
last hour of their existence, and when 
they exploded the depositors lost nearly 
every cent, amounting to millions of 
dollars. Thousands of the poorest of 
people, widows, invalids, orphans and 
utterly helpless persons were robbed ot 
every cent they had on earth.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.— A new as 


sociation ii forming here, known a* the 
"Enlisted Labor Association. It is pro- 
posed to urge upon Congress the pass- 
age of a law by which one hundred 
thousand volunteers may be enlisted for 
military and agricultural purposes on a 
reservation of the government. Twelve 
skilled mechanics or artisans are to be 
in each company, and one regiment oi 
each corps is to beengineers exclusively. 
AH eoon as ten thousand men shall be 
enlisted they shall bo sent to the reser- 
vation, and upon their arrival they shall 
lay out a city and begin tho erection ol 
suitable quarters fora permanent settle- 
ment, preparing ground for agricultural 
purposes and developing the mineral 
resources of the country. Each corps 
is to be furnished by tbe government 
with seeds, stock, farming implements 
and tools. The volunteers to receive 
the same pay as the regular soldiers, 
and every person so enlisting shall, up- 
on honorable discharge, be entitled to a 
patent for 160 acres of land as now pro- 
vided for by tbe homestead' act, or to 
one lot within the limits of the city, as 
he may elect. Every alternate lot is to 
be reserved to the United States.
